Sunday evening accident damages 
steps, railings in Brooksville 



According to information from the Bracken County Sheriff’s Department, Daniel Linville of Butler caused damage to 
the steps and railing outside of Hair Quarters on Miami Street in Brooksville when he misjudged the clearance while driving 
through Brooksville at approximately 9:10 p.m. on Sunday, April 19th. Reports indicate he was traveling southbound on KY 
1159, West Miami Street, at Locust Street when he met a 2009 Chevrolet Cobalt driven by John W. Berry, of Brooksville, 
who was traveling northbound on KY 1159, West Miami Street, at Frankfort Street. The right front of Linville’s 1995 
Honda Civic struck the concrete steps and metal handrail located at 101 Locust Street. The Civic then overturned onto it’s 
roof as it collided with Berry’s Cobalt.

County News 
May 15, 1997 Continued 
Looking Back 
Compiled by John Leming 

The winter of 1917 was a 
most severe one. Many sent 
from the County to Camp 
Taylor at Louisville suffered 
from the flu. Rob Gerhard 
and Clarence Bruist died from 
the disease. Herbert Hill, Earl 
Fronk and Ottie Case died in a 
battle in France. 

December 8, 1917, a bliz¬ 
zard and driving snow with 
sleet, accompanied by high 
winds struck here. The wind 
had a velocity of 100 miles 
per hour, snow remained on 
the ground until February. 

During the War, tobacco 
prices soared. Some sold for 
more than $1.00 per pound. 
Many baskets went from .50 
to .75 cents per pound. 

November 11, 1918, the 
armistice was signed, and at 
11 am that day the occasion 
was celebrated by noises of all 
kinds. 

During 1919, the soldiers 
began returning from Europe. 

1919 At some time during 
the year, the steamer Cyclops 
loaded with soldiers and sail¬ 
ors disappeared, it is believed 
in South American Waters, and 
no trace of this vessel or any¬ 


one on it has ever been found. 
Hughie Jett, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. C. S. Jett of this county 
was on the Cyclops. 

1919 November, Jesse 
Glenn disappeared. At the 
early part of December, the 
torso was found. It had been 
buried on what was known as 
the W. T. Laughlin farm on 
Ohio Valley Pike. TomMarks- 
berry was sentenced to prison 
for life in May 1920. He went 
to prison and remained there 
until released by Governor 
Sampson in December 1931. 
Glenn’s arms, legs and head 
were never recovered. 

May 22, 1997 Charles 
Figgins died March 20, 1920. 
James B. Boughner died. 

Mrs. A. P. Louderback 
killed by passenger train num¬ 
ber 8 at the Elizabeth Street 
crossing. Her body was car¬ 
ried to the depot. (Editor’s 
Note: Mrs. Louderback was 
deaf and did not hear the 
train.) 

Charles T. Lytle, grocery 
salesman of Augusta died ei¬ 
ther in Brown or Clermont 
County, Ohio, while driving 
his automobile enroute to his 
home here, after having com¬ 
pleted calling on his trade in 
those counties.

Spring is prime time 
for trophy bass 

A winter back-loaded 
with cold, snow and high 
water can make the season’s 
stay seem unusually long and 
especially harsh. 

The first warm days of 
the year never come soon 
enough. But when they do, 
a feeling of euphoria sweeps 
over anglers because spring¬ 
time offers some of the year’s 
best opportunities for trophy 
largemouth bass. 

“Fall is a great opportu¬ 
nity to catch a big one, but 
your best shot at the biggest 
bass of the year or your life is 
right now,” said Geoff Rob¬ 
erts, a conservation educator 
with the Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources and an avid bass 
angler. 

The longer periods of 
daylight and the warming 
water temperatures of spring¬ 
time tell largemouth bass that 
it’s time to move shallow. It’s 
also at this time when the big 
bass are at their heaviest, es¬ 
pecially ravenous females 
that must pack on weight in 
preparation for spawning. 

Kentucky boasts numer¬ 
ous lakes that hold “good” 
to “excellent” populations of 
largemouth bass. In its an¬ 
nual Fishing Forecast, Ken¬ 
tucky Fish and Wildlife clas¬ 
sified almost 40 fisheries in 
those two categories. 

Anchoring the list of 
“excellent” largemouth bass 
options are Kentucky Lake 
and Lake Barkley in the west 
and Barren River Lake in the 
southwest. Also making the 
cut were 760-acre Beshear 
Lake in Caldwell and Chris¬ 
tian counties; 8,270-acre 
Cave Run Lake in Bath, Me¬ 
nifee, Rowan and Morgan 
counties; and 784-acre Cedar 
Creek Lake in Lincoln Coun¬ 
ty; 32-acre Fishpond Lake in 
Letcher County; 767-acre 
Lake Malone in Muhlenburg, 
Todd and Logan counties; 
169-acre Wilgreen Lake in 
Madison County and 36-acre 
Spurlington Lake in Taylor 
County. 

Good lures to have on 
hand in early spring are jig 
and trailer combinations, 
spinnerbaits, square-billed 
and lipless crankbaits, sus¬ 
pending jerkbaits and other 
shad imitations. 

Spring fishing is grateful 
fishing, and the thrill of an 
early spring reunion with the 
water never grows old. The 
pull of a trophy largemouth 
bass only makes it better.

Augusta Independent 
Re-Establishes Track Program 


It’s been many years 
since Augusta Independent 
has had a track program. 
Exactly when a track team 
last existed is unclear, but 
at some point, the team dis¬ 
banded. This year, however, 
Augusta continued to expand 
its running program by ex¬ 
perimenting with the new 
sport. Four years ago, AHS 
re-established a cross coun¬ 
try program, and in the years 
since, that has expanded to 
include middle school and 
elementary teams. 

One of the main goals 
was to give students an addi¬ 
tional opportunity to partici¬ 
pate in extra-curricular ac¬ 
tivities. The number is small 
this year, with three girls and 
two boys on the team, but it’s 
a starting place. “It’s not as 
many as we anticipated when 
we started,” Track and Cross 
Country Coach Tim Litteral 
said. “We had a couple in¬ 
dividuals who were injured 
and a couple more who 
didn’t end up coming out be¬ 
cause of conflicts with other 
spring sports. Fortunately, 
much like cross country, it 
is very much an individual 
sport, so low numbers do not 
prevent us from competing.” 
In this first year, the program 
was kept simple, with the 
team just focusing on run¬ 
ning events. 

Having females out has 
been a positive. “Over the 
last four years, we’ve never 
had a high school female run 
a complete season in cross 
country, and we’ve tried to 
include females in our pro¬ 
gram. We do have a few girls 
in the younger grade levels 
running cross country, and 
now have a few high school 
girls running track, so that’s 
encouraging and I hope that 
will encourage other females 
to come out and run.” 

So far, the team has com¬ 
peted in three meets and has 
focused on the 100m dash, 
200m dash, and 800m run.

INSPECTION PERIOD 

FOR THE PROPERTY TAX 
ASSESSMENT ROLL 

The Bracken County real property tax roll will be 
opened for inspection from May 4, 2015 through May 
18, 2015 until 4:00 p.m. Under the supervision of the 
property valuation administrator or one of the deputies, 
any person may inspect the tax roll. 

This is the January 1, 2015, assessment on which 
state, county and school taxes for 2015 will be due about 
October 1, 2015. 

The tax roll is in the office of the property valuation 
administrator in the county courthouse and may be 
inspected between the hours 8-4 Monday, Tuesday, 
Thursday & Friday and 8-12 on Wednesday & Saturday. 

Any taxpayer desiring to appeal an assessment on real 
property made by the PVA must first request a conference 
with the PVA or a designated deputy. The conference may 
be held prior to or during the inspection period. 

Any taxpayer still aggrieved by an assessment on real 
property, after the conference with the PVA or designated 
deputy, may appeal to the county board of assessment 
appeals. 

The taxpayer can appeal his or her assessment by 
filing in person or sending a letter or other written petition 
stating the reasons for appeal, identifying the property and 
stating the taxpayer’s opinion of the fair cash value of the 
property. 

The appeal must be filed with the county clerk’s office 
no later than one work day following the conclusion of the 
inspection period. 

Any taxpayer failing to appeal to the county board of 
assessment appeals, or failing to appear before the board, 
either in person or by designated representative, will not 
be eligible to appeal directly to the Kentucky Board of 
Tax Appeals. 

Appeals of personal property assessments shall not be 
made to the county board of assessment appeals. Personal 
property taxpayers shall be served notice under the 
provisions of KRS 132.450(4) and shall have the protest 
and appeal rights granted under the provisions of KRS 
131.110. 

The following steps should be taken when a taxpayer 
does not agree with the assessed value of personal 
property as determined by the office of property valuation 
administrator. 

1. He or she must list under protest (for certification) 
what he or she believes to be the fair cash value of his or 
her property. 

2. He or she must file a written protest directly with 
the Department of Revenue, Office of Property Valuation 
within 30 days from the date of the notice of assessment. 

3. This protest must be in accordance with KRS 
131.110. 

4. The final decision of the Department of Revenue 
may be appealed to the Kentucky Board of Tax Appeals.

FOLLOWS: 

Commonwealth of Kentucky 
BRACKEN COUNTY FISCAL COURT 
ORDINANCE 11-01 


AN ORDINANCE ENABLING THE OFFICE OF 
THE BRACKEN COUNTY JUDGE/EXECUTIVE TO 
ESTABLISH AND DECLARE VARIOUS LEVELS OF 
SNOW EMERGENCIES. 

Whereas, the County Judge/Executive’s Office is 
empowered by KRS 3 9A. 100(2) to respond appropriately 
to threatened or impending emergencies; and 

Whereas, the occurrence of snow, sleet and freezing 
rain can be hazardous for motor vehicle traffic and 
increases the risk of collision; and 

Whereas, motor vehicles on roadways during such 
times may substantially interfere with the removal of 
snow and ice from the roadways by county employees and 
may interfere with the movement of emergency vehicles 
upon the roadways; and 

Whereas, the Bracken County Fiscal Court has 
determined that in order to protect and safeguard the 
property, health, safety and welfare of its citizens during 
such occurrences, it should delegate authority to declare 
various levels of snow emergencies to the County Judge 
Executive. 

Now therefore, be it ordained by the Fiscal Court of 
Bracken County, Kentucky: 

Section One 

Upon the occurrence of snow, sleet or freezing rain 
and after consultation with the Bracken County Road 
Supervisor and other pertinent officials, the Bracken 
County Judge Executive may declare a Snow Emergency 
and the level thereof. Upon such declaration, all major 
news media outlets in the Bracken County service area, 
other governmental jurisdictions and school district 
authorities in Bracken County may be notified by the most 
expedient method practicable under the circumstances. 

Section Two 

Snow Emergencies may be declared at one of the 
following levels: 

Level One 

Conditions: Roadways are hazardous due to wintery 
conditions. 

Advisory: Cautious driving is advised. 

Level Two 

Conditions: Roadways are hazardous due to snow, 
ice, or a combination thereof. 

Advisory: Only motorists whose travel is necessary 
should be on the roadways. Residents are urged to contact 
their employer to see if they should report to work. 

Level Three 

Conditions: All roadways, unless otherwise specified, 
are closed to Non-emergency Personnel. 

Advisory: No one should be out during these 
conditions unless it is absolutely necessary to travel or a 
personal emergency exists. All employees should contact 
their employer to see if they should report to work. Those 
traveling on roads may subject to being cited to court. 

Section Three 

During Snow Emergencies, no vehicles may be 
parked and no person, corporation, partnership, joint 
venture, unincorporated association or any combination 
thereof may park or permit any vehicle to be parked upon 
any public road right-of-way. 

Section Four 

During Snow Emergencies, the Bracken County Road 
Department Supervisor may, as ordered by the Bracken 
County Judge Executive, assist in clearing state-owned 
roadways if otherwise permitted by law. 

Section Five 

Any person violating any provisions of this ordinance, 
or any lawful order, rule or regulation promulgated 
pursuant to it, may be issued a citation by the Bracken 
County Sheriff or any peace officer; upon conviction, a 
fine of not less than $25.00 nor more than $100.00 shall 
be assessed for each occurrence. 

Section Six 

Should any section or provisions of this ordinance 
be declared invalid by a court of competent jurisdiction 
for any reason, such declaration shall not invalidate, or 
adversely affect, the remainder of this ordinance. 

Section Seven 

This ordinance shall be in full force and effect from 
and after its passage, publication and recording, according 
to law.

Evan’s Story: 
Suicide Awareness 
and Prevention 
Program to be held 
Fri., May 15th 

On October 18, 2013 
Evan Peoples died by suicide 
from a self inflicted gunshot 
wound at the age of 17. 

Craig, his father, and the 
entire family and community 
were grief stricken and at a 
loss for answers. After going 
back to work Craig started 
researching for Why? What 
did we miss? In searching 
Suicide Awareness / Preven¬ 
tion web sites he kept getting 
angrier because everything 
was centered around 20 stan¬ 
dard warning signs most of 
which dealt with a diagnosis 
of Mental illness or clinical 
depression. So over the next 
several months he began put¬ 
ting together what is known 
as Evan’s Story: Suicide 
Awareness and Prevention 
Program. 

Evan’s Story is a 12 min¬ 
ute video narrating Evan’s 
life from the time he was 
bom up to the day of his 
death followed by a song en¬ 
titled “Why” by Rascal Flatts. 
He then goes into a 45 slide 
power point about “What is 
Suicide” which provides defi¬ 
nitions, explains the warning 
signs, the desire as to why 
people commit Suicide and 
what attempts can be done to 
stop it. There is also a middle 
school program which in¬ 
corporates the above with an 
added bullying component. 

A Suicide Awareness 
and Prevention Program will 
be held on Fri., May 15 th at 
6:30 p.m. The program will 
be held at Taylor Elementary, 
140 Gibson Drive, Brooks¬ 
ville. Child care will be avail¬ 
able and counselors will be 
on hand to answer questions 
or speak to individuals. The 
program is being hosted by 
the Countryside Homemak¬ 
ers, Bracken County Sheriffs 
Office and the Bracken Coun¬ 
ty Schools.
